SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 5.—The 


strike of the carmen on the 
United 


Railroads, incidentally also that 
of 


the linemen, foremen and construc- 
tion workers, came Io an end tonight; 
when the strife? committee of thcst 
unions officially declared the strike 
off. The carmen immediately report-" 
ed for duty at the various car barns 
and soon cars 
began

they were greeted with tumultuous 
cheering by thousands of people who 
lined the streets and to whom

age, save that actually done by the 
fire. 
On the other hand, if the explo- 


ion wn, due to a flre, the insurance 
companies can be held liable for all 
iamage done, not only by the fire, but 
by the explosion itself.

Yesterday there were found on thf.

"It »•« mainly a bminess trip that 


took me to Asia," Mr .Maynard »aid 
when interviewed last evening by a Ite- 
piblican reporter, 
"and I had little 


time to note the many countries I 
traveled through. What inte«!»te.d me 
most, l.ovvever, was the tin industry 
in tlie Federated Malay states. 
Over 


50,000 toni or one-half of the tin of 
the world is mined in this country. 
Chinese croht Utbor is used exclusive- 
ly ,tiomo 250,000 Chinamen being, di- 
rectly nr indlreitly employed \n this 
industry, 'ihe mines are almost whol- 
ly cnntiollcd by Chinese also, ver> few 
foreigners having holdings of anj ac- 
count. 


"While the methods of mining are 


very erude, the low rate of wages and 
the 'farming system* (the opium and 
liquor joints) make this really cheaper 
than more modern mechanical means. 


"The tin occurs as 'steam tis,*~thst 


is. little fine particalet of oxide of tin 
mixed with the sand and gravel, oc- 
curring in limestone bedrock. The tin 
sands average three feet in thickness 
and this is covered by an average layer 
of overburden of thirty 
feet. 
The 


method of mining is very simple. After 
the overburden is removed 
in little 


bankets, the 'crang* as the ore bear- 
ing sand Is called, is separated from 
the sund and gravel by •> process sim- 
itar to that of placer gold mining. 


"The Federation of Malay states is 


one of the richest countries in 
the 


world. 
A heavy royalty is collected 


by tlie government from the tin mines, 
•nd other industries, which Is used in 
improving the country. The govern- 
ment owns and operates the railroads, 
and has buiit hundreds of miles of 
macadamized roads. 
It is a govern- 


ment-owned country. ' Fine hospitals 
ior the laborers and beat..iful govern- 
ment buildings are built and kept up 
by the public. 


"The government ot the country is 


'i.v Malay sultans under British resi- 
dents. 


There is a general feeling among 


the -wealthy class of Chinese In Singa- 
pore and the Federation 
of 
Maluy 


states against coming to 'America on 
account of the trouble, and *b*t they 
consider 'insults/ in gaining admission 
and when tiic boycott agitation start- 
ed these people helped it along, the 
whole thing being worked up by China 
to force this country to paas .more 
liberal immigration 'lavs. 


"Speaking of China, while 
she' is 


enormously rich in minerals and offers 
great opportunities 
for 
development 


work, it is hardly probable that for- 
eigners will ever obtain really valuable 
concession: for the Chinese are very 
much against giving any more foreign 
concessions for mining or the building; 
of railroads, without which it would 
be impracticable to run the mines. 


"Besides the Federated Malay states 


and Southern China. I spent a short 
time in the Philippines, and Hawaiian 
islands The United States government 
is certainly bringing order 
out of 


chaos in the Philippines. 
Of course, 


there has been a lot of talk about graft 
and mismanagement in the 
islands, 


hut in a general way the government is 
honest snd clean. Wonderful progress 
has been made in snnitsry conditions 
there. The railroads are doing much 
in building up the country benefiting 
the natives is well as the Americans."
